We've also arranged things in the proper alphabetical order for the last 
time for another year. If you want to know where "G" is — wait a while. 

Both magazines are affiliated with the N3F Games Bureau. As Diplomacy Division 
chief for the SB, If eel (particularly since I've been promising but not delivering 
one to Don Miller) that this is the place for a general Diplomacy Division report. 
Note & copy, Don Miller, please. 

BARAD-DUR and ORTHANC are the only two N3F Games Bureau magazines. We would al- 
ways welcome others, of course. Wa*d particularly like to see an N3F Bureau zine de- 
voted to wild variants, but any and all iamaamastsrs are welcome. OSGILIATH, the an- 
nounced #3, hes. never seen print due to Jerry Jacks moving. He's mentioned nothing 
since about running it. Any volunteers? 

GB Diplomacy magazines are basically independent publications. All we eak ie a 
Gamesmaater to be a GB member, credit the GB in his magazine, and adhere to a stand- 
ard rate policy, with all N3F gameamasters agreeing on a hike, if any. Effective im- 
mediately, the GB Diplomacy magazine fees run as follows: REGULAR GAMEs $4.00; REPLAY 
(another game by someone already^ jilaying intone GB -- not •zine but GB — game) t$2.0Q. 
BARAD-DUR haa an odd ratei add 81.00 if you went your copies air moil. ORTHANC does 
not follow that surcharge. 

No GB magazine, however, has any standardized rules, rating cherts, etc. Bound 
and my rules even differ slightly. Neither of us believes standardization of rules 
would be good for the progress and evolution of the game. 

The rates above also apply to variant games after XF. 

The game numbering system is simples GB (for games bureau) -1966- (year game 
starts) -G. The first GB game was Bounds 1 Army B started the same time. OSGILIATH 
took game G but never appeared, so the games run A (Bounds), B,C, (me), D (Bounds), 
E , XF (me), H (Bounds). The next game would be "G" to fill in, then we 'd continue 
with I t J,K,L, etc. The "X" before a letter doesn't disturb the lettering order; it 
simply signifies that the game is not a regular 7-Man lames Research game, but a var- 
iant. 

The Games Bureau, I understand, gives credits toward subscriptions to other GB 
publications for games played in an N3F Diplomacy magazine. 

There's very little else to say. G will, most likely, be a "straight" game; as 
a science fiction fan "I" must be experimental -- - "XI."

Federation. I categorically refuse to affiliate with it. Bascially: (1) we are already 
affiliated with a Federation — the National Fantasy Fan Federation. (2). An IDF of- 
fers no advantages, but it does add needless complication.

One IDF proponent haa suggested standardizing the rulee *- a step I'd consider injur- 
dus and wouldn't follow anyway. Rating systems? To what end? In the end, I cen only 
see paying out; money for needless complication. We do all right as is, and we'll con* 
tinue in just that way.

The French remain in possession Df the Lattinally 
farmhouse at the edge of the Bois de la Comte, the Prey arm of the.Bois de la Comte, 
and the feature known as "The Nose" to the Frenchmen of Pagny-sur-Moselle below on 
the other side of the Moselle River. The Nose is simply a bluff overlooking the bailey 
and its northern companion, The Bottle, or Hill 7215, remains in German hands. 

French patrols are now probing the Bois de Daumont to the southeast, and further 
reinforcements are reportedly on the way on both sides, the German Commandant of the 
Ivall Corps area (Metz) declaring that he will evict the French from their enroach- 
ments on German soil. At this very moment, Festung guns from Fort 5t. Privat are strik- 
ing 650 years south of here in Mardient and the Bois de Mardient-et-Bouxieres-sous- 
Froidmont. 

War may well be commencing on the European Continent at this very moment, the 
flaming ppark that may turn the tinder-boxes of Europe into exploding fury.

DICK SCHULTZt Now far soma gripes. You positioned the dot in Kiel 
over Hamburg (++Hut we traced the original map for that! )ILC++) *The 
proper name for Caucasia is either Transcaucasia nr Circassia, af- 
ter the old gansric name for the peoples and lands of the Novorbss- 
ik-Baku Caucnsuses.((++Purists! JLC)).Tho proper Swedish term for 
the northern provinces is the Horjedolon, or that land beyond the 
Dalecarlia, ant' the Sodermanland. A portion was known as Jemtland, 
belonging to th3 Danish-Norwegian sovereign from sometime in the 
1100s when they converted to Christianity, Then Christiana, the 
sovereign after Gustavus Ariolphus, annexed the land outright. In 
1658 Charles X annexed tha entirity of tho land you marked Oslo. 
His new and short-lived province was Norwegian, Tronrihjem, or Tr- 
ondheim. And, of course, Christiana is merely the Swedish name for 
Oslo. And what you call Trandheim is known as the Altmark, the 
Finnish Altmark being a part of the same province. In olden days 
the Finnish Altmark was a part of the Swedish, not Finnistj, pro- 
vinces. It was only in 1Q03 when Alexander raped Sweden out of 
Finland that Alexander's mapmakors decreed the Altmark to be part 
of Finland and that was that as far as Aloxander was concerned. 

A better name for Riga might be either Livonia, or Courland, 
since at one time or another (depending on which Feudal Knight of 
the Sword held sway) the entire region was known as one or the oth- 
er. ((++Hcro I disagree.
